The time is favorable for a great, 
forward looking colonization and agri- 
cultural development policy, because 
agriculture is undoubtedly now in the 
process of entering an era of greater 
prosperity. It is éstimated that-there 
is a total world area of 13 million 
acres of arable lands and that it takes 
the products of 244 acres to sustain 
This would 
provide the bare necessities of life for 
6,200 million people, It is estimated 
that with'the present rate of increase 
this number..would_ be frenched well 
within a century, so that babies - now 
born would witness the struggle of 
mankind for-bare existence or whole- 
sale starvation in years of extended 
crop failur®.

The farmers have, In 
obedience’ to this law, for several de-|' 
cades suffered through demoralized 
prices due to. an oversupply of agri- 
cultural products. 
is‘now upon us-—the pendulum is 
swinging the other way, and we have 
definitely entered an era when food 
products of all kinds will command a 
premium in the world’s markets... It 
would be absurd to argue that in the 
face of constantly rising ._ commodity 
prices, which will be maintained 
through the organization of industrial 
labor, prices of the basic necessities 
of life should decredse.. I repeat that 
agricultural returns. for the Coming 
half century will rise to an increasing- 
ly satisfactory level. This tendency 
is well on the way even now. 

This prediction is ot visionary. It 
has a definite, historical background, 
Wheat, Canada’s great-staple export, 
is, more or less, the controlling fac- 
tor in all &gricultural prices, The com- 
paratively low wheat prices that have 
prevailed until the’ last couple = of} 
years cannot be regarded as in any 
way normal. Canada now enjoys a 
virtual monopoly -of the sole remain- 
ing, undeveleped hard wheat - areas, 
Our, wheat should, and presumably 
will, command a considerable premium 
in the world’s market. Europe con- 
sumes about 600 million. bushels of 
imported wheat annually. She, now 
produces 60, per cent of the entire 
,world wheat crop. About 2 billion 
-bushels. She imports only about 35 
per cent, consequently, the European 
peasant virtually is the controlling fac- 
tor in world wheat prices. Because 
for every bushel of Oversea’s wheat 
placed on. thd world’s bargain counter, 


two bushels of European wheat must}. ~ 


be sacrificed, and there‘is a very dis- 
tinct limit to the ability of the Euro- 
pean peasant to sell his products be- 
low cost. He must turn his attention 
to something else, which he’ wilk do 
and prices will go up.

This model, togethey 
with a ‘smaller one of the Cairntorr 
was formally. given to the Navy 
League’s president, Mr. Sam Harris, | 
by Col. W. I. Gear, vice-president or! 
the Robert Reford.Co., Limited. 


The presentation took place on July 
27th and attending it were many well- 
known shipping men and: members of 
the Lehgue. Among the guests were 
Dr, Milton Hersey, Mr. T. W. Harvie, 
F. Tribey, Captain Symons, 
Captain Millett, of tha Port of Lonaon 
Authority, who was -visiting the Port 
of Montreal; Captain Brown, and 
other commissioners and. port wardens 
as well as members of the Press and 
officials of the Robert Reford Co, . 

In the presentation address Col. 
Gear outlined: theegrowth of Canada: 
export and trade and showed how the 
Cairn line, owners of the Thomson 
line, had consistently kept in mind 
the requirements sof the Canadian 
trade. Every new requirement was 
made adequately in the latest im- 
provements on each freighter. He re- 
minded hig audience that the Cairn 
line of steamships was the first to 


trade, and from the position of pion- 
eers in cold storage facilities on board 
ship, had maintained a foremost place 
in-the realm of ocean freight trans- 
portation. 

Gol. Gear reminded his guests of 
‘the difficulties under which‘ shipown- 


‘lers in England. were operating their 


lines when he instanced the fact that 
the Cairnesk, in order to be able to 


‘| make the trip to Montreal, had been 


compelled to proceed to, Hamburg to 
fill her coal bunkers. Since the’ begin- 
ning of the strike In May, it had been 
difficult to secure sufficient coal In 
British ports. 
In presenting the modela to Mr. 
he stated they were built by 
the builders of the ship they were 
standing on-—-the Calirnesk, and pre- 


‘ sented to the league as mark of cour 


tesy and recognition of the excellent 
work of that organization. The Snow- 
drop was formerly popular on the ‘St. 
Lawrence, and for many years carriea 
timber between Quebec and Sunder- 
land, The Cairntorr, the other model, 
was lost by enemy action during the 
war. . 

Mr. Sam Harria replied on behalf of 
the Navy League of Canada, whose 
aims and objects he: outlined. - The 
models, he stated, would mirably 
serve to remind Canadi of their 
debt to the British Navy and Merchant 
seamen, and keep before them ip the 
strongest fashion the value= of sea 
safety. Among the many useful actiyl- 
ties of the League, he said, was the 
maintenance of Sea Cadets, who were 
trained for a life at sea and other 
occupations under ‘their auspices, In 
the summer they were provided with 
camping facilities. 

Funds had been raised to build 
headquarters for The League contain- 
ing a musuem, in which models such 
as the present ones, and relics of the 
historic past, might be displayed to 
the public and to the sea cadets. 

Mr, Harris paid tribute to the enter. 
prise of the Cairn line of steamships, 
and referred feelingly and enthusias- 
tically to his meeting Sir William 
Noble and Major Cairns, heads of the 
Line, when he was in E ngland in 1923 
aking in the interests of the Navy 
League in Britain. 

The models were suitably displayed 
in handsome cases, and are beautifully 
executed in every respect.
